The yov<Tument oi the city of Home 


has labored hard for several rears to 
make un end of the hubit of mendicancy, 
BO fixed, under priebtly rule, in the 
character of the lower class of the popu- 
lation. It was, part of a hyhtern to keep 
the masses as much as possible in .1 con- 
dition of dependence upon the prelates, 
receiving from them- as thousands did 
—the. small sums which were regularly 
doled out. Large numbers of monks, 
called mendicant?, got their living in the 
Bailie way. All these were ah completely 
bound to the seruet- of the ecclesiastic's 
as so iminy serfs to their liege-lords. 
*.'ow that the convents are broken up, 
and the pensioners of the Government, 
the brothers who have been tanight to 
beliive that begging is a virtue, wish to 
keep up their old habit of going from 
shop to shop and house to house teasing 
for alms. All along, before this, while 
others who have violated the law pro- 
hibiting mendicancy have been put un- 
der arrest these have been allowed to 
freely follow their craft. But hist week 
the law was for the first time applied to 
tho begging monks, and several wer« 
brought before the magistrate, and one 
or two sent to prison for five days. An- 
other example of cruel persecution, 
those will say who think it nobler to 
live on others than to get a living by 
following some useful calling. One of 
the worst annoyancoa of the foreign T!B- 
itors in winter has been that of the lines 
of beggars along the avenues in the 
Trinita dei Monti quarter, calling upon 
erery well-dressed passer-by to pay toll, 
or ".stand and deliver." It is a sort of 
brigandage, carried on under inter-mu- 
ral protection, for the importunities of 
some are carried nearly to the extreme 
of placing the hand upon the person. 
The hope of modern civilization is in 
giving employment to all, with a just 
remuneration, accompanied with the in- 
struction necessary to help the individu- 
al to make a good use of the means at 
his command.
